As far back as I can rememberit 
has been a commonplace’ remark 
that war was getting such 2 horrible 
business as to be almost impose 
sible. We have not found this idea 
bome out by experience, and. on 
the principle ‘that human nature 
never really-changes one hesitates 
fo accept the desirable belief that 
we ever shall: But within the past 
few years the horrible aspects of 


the “beastly game” haye developed: 


to such a degree that the prospect 
of the conditions under which the 
next great struggle will take place 
is an‘appalling one indeed. 

THE OLD GLAMOUR. 

Men werc formerly attracted into 
the fighting services by a romantic 
glamour which is flickering out. 
The Army sppoaled to them with 
its brilliant uniforms, its martial 
music, its’ open. life. . The .Navy,, 
which has changed infinitely less, 
is still acalling of spacious fancies, 
Almost down to the end of last 
century. war remained a pictures- 
que affair. It was still predomin- 
antly a business of. strategy, of 
surprises, of open field’ tactics or 
of sicge operations, of fort storm- 
ing, and of cavalry charges. 

In fact, it was essentially a man’s 
job. Now it is a business of 
material,‘ incidentally demanding 
more bravery than ever. Napoleon 


was the greatest soldier in history | 


in his own time and: environ- 
ment. -What could he have done 
on the WesternFront? A solitary 
aeroplane could have neutralized 
any effort at a masterly coup. ‘His 
Old Guard would haye been just 
about as much good as a Bantam’ 
Division against barbed-wire, 
machine-guns, and gas. They 
would probably have been wiped 
aut sooner as the price of theirelan, 
but without achieving any more 
result, , 

Marshal Foch complains that it 


is the habit of the military mind to 


‘think of the next war in the terms 


{of the last war. But frankly Ican- 


not see how this is to be avoided. 
We still maintain jan Army of 
horse, foot, and guns: We con- 


§ | tinue to train them in the light of 


the lessons learnt during the last 
great struggle. How ‘can it be 
otherwise? Yet who shall say how 
this Army is to be employed when 
next it takes the field? Gunners 
will always fill their réle. But 
what about the infantry and the 
cavalry? 

We hear a very great deal about 
aerial warfare in its probable effect 
uponthe Navy. Wehearvery much 
less about the corresponding re- 
sults in the case'of the Army. Pro- 

| bably ‘this may be due to the fact 


those’ who ‘realize qo ; 
much, - A’ warship is’ such a cone 
crete. target that popular imagina- 
tion easily grasps tlle idea of her 
.being ; battered -out of existence 
from the sky: But battering-out, 
which we have ‘always had since 
war betame a civilized’ affair, 
whether in the. form of horizontal 
or vortical fire, is not going to be 
the worst ordeal of an’Army in the 
next great struggle. 

-THE DEADLIEST ENENY. . 

The great aim of a. penera- 
lissimo ,in the future war 

will be effectually to ‘ poison 
the whole of the zone in which 
an enemy army fics. Gas‘ tanks’ 

gas shells, gas bombs, and good- 
ness knows what other devices will 
all be pressed into the work. It 
has proved tre in warfare thus far 
that the nienace has always been 
followed by the antidote. In the 
last war men succeeded, in getting 
the better of gas. At the present 
stageof development gas is bidding 
fair to get the better of men.. It 
will assuredly kt the most deadly 
enemy they will have to face. And 
how are they to fight it? The rifle, 
the grenade, the "bayonet, the 
machine-gun—al{ the conventional 
equipment of slaughter becomes } 
impotent and a mere encumbrance 
against gas. == 

Of course, the obvious answer is 
that these weapons remain as 
| effective as cver against the men 
who use gas. But this contention 
is only legitimate within given 
‘conditions. A battery firing gas 
shells may’ be suppressed by 
counter-battery work with shrapnel. 
Here we get the inevitable instance 
of thinking of the next war in the 
terms of the Jast. It is the factor 
which will determine the course of 
the next campaign. 

ft is a bold thing to say, but I 
gravely. question whether great 
armies will ever again confront 
one anothcrin the field, Stappears 
to me that-the whole trend of 
science is to resolve war into much 
more of a guerilla business. 
Coricentration of force seems 
antithetical to the. principles of 
aerial fighting. You can put §0,000 
men intoa few miles of ground, but 

ut them into the same arca of sky, 
travelling at nothing less than 
eighty miles an hour, and there is 
going to be a ghastly mess. * 

Yes, the trade of war is degener- 
ating into a less and less attractive 
business toa young man’s fancy, 
and herein [ think lies one of the 
greatest asscts ofgthe League of 
Nations. Patriotisin has a great 
spectacular side. Marching bat- 
talions, blaring bands, and skirling 
pipes fire the imagination. Gas 
masks and the cave habit do not 
appeal a bit-. Personally Ihppe I 
shall not be commissioned asa war 
correspondent in the next big 
smash, for fam sure the necessary 
adjectives will be extraordinary 
difficult. ?

' “SOMEWHAT ACUTE CONTROVERSY.’ 


ROYAL NAVY AND CONTROL OF THE AIR FORCE, 


(Renter's Service to the China. Mail. )> 


: “LONDON, August 2, 
. A White Papor has been published: containing the recommend 
ations of the National and Imperial Defence Committee on the relations 
between the Navy and the Air Force, which, in the words of the sub- 
committee presided over by Earl Balfour, have given “a somewhat : 
acute controversy,” 

The Sub-Committee after sifting ‘hie claims of the rival forces and | 
the present systém of co-operation as regards the fleet and the air arm, ! 
did not think complete severance possible. It recommended that air 
officers should be appointed to the naval war staff and that the relations 
between the Admiralty and Air Ministry should be . defined. 
The recommendations can be regarded as a compromise. 

REORGANIZING THE COMMITTEE. 

Drastic reoryanisation of the Imperial Defence Committec is re- 
commended. This provides that Dominions may be summoned as 
_members of the Cabinet and rejects the proposal for control or 
amalgamation of the three fighting services under one Defence: 
Minister, The Committee has decided that each of the three chiefs of 
staff should be responsible for advising on defence policy as a whole, 
the three constituting a super general staff, 

SINGLE AIR SERVICE. 
LONDON, August 2. 

In the House of Commons, Mr. Baldwin stated that the Govern- 
ment had-adopted the recommendations of the “Imperial Defence Com- 
mittee cabled earlier, He emphasised that the committee had unani- 
mously come toa conclusion in favour of the principle of a single air. 
service with provisions to mect the Admiralty’s objections articularly 
securinuy for the Admiralty, absolute control of all the fighting cquip- 
ment of the fleet and carrying out reconnaissance by naval officers. 

Mr. Baldwin declared that a single air service was necessary on the 
grounds of efficiency and economy. ‘ ih

“FOUND DROWNED.” 


‘MISS CARD'S DEATH. 


CORONIAL IWquiRyY , VERDICT. 
A verdict of “found drowned” 
was returned by the jury which 
‘investigated at the Magistracy 
yesterday afternoon the death of 
Miss Ella Augusta Card, a 
stenographer employed by Messrs. 
Butterfield and Swire, whose body 
wis discovered in the harbour on 
‘ Monday morning. 
“After our report of 
inquiry had closed yesterday, 
. evidence was diven «by the 
. Government — bactericlogist, Dr. 
E. R. Minett, who testified to-cxam- 
ining the body of Miss Card and 
renioving certain articles, which he 
handed over toa police sergeant. 
The body was in a prrtly decom 
“posed state and a portion of the 
face had been bitten away. The 
cause of death was immersion, The 
condition of the body was consis- 
tent with its having been in the 
water for forty cight hours, There 
was no sign of external injuries, 
ROOM .BOY’S EVIDENCE. 
The deceased’s room boy, Tong 
Pao said he entered Miss Card's 
room at about 8.45 on the night of 
her disappearance and: found the 
deceased standing by a writing 
table as if looking for something. 
He asked her if she wanted her 
dinner, and she replied in the 
negative, 
The Coroner: Was it her cus- 
tom not to ttke her dinner? 
Witness: No, she hiid never 
refused’ ker dinner, but on. this 
| particular night she did not dine. 
. The room boy went on to say 
“that he again went into Miss Card’s 


room to arrange her bed at 9.30. | 


Miss Card was sitting in a chair 
reading a fetter. When he left 
the room. he said ‘' Goodnight” 
to her and she said the same to 
him. At- 11.30, ,while he was in 


the hall, he saw Miss Card. going |: 


- but, wearing a raincoat and brown 
shoes, with a shaw! over her head. 
He did not speak to her, and she 
said nothing to him. Miss Card 
opened the door herself. . 

The Coroner: Was it her habit 
to go out before ?—I had never 
seen her before. 

Were there any other guests in 
the hall at the time?—No, There 
was only a right watchman.

Was she ill?—-She appeared to 
be alright. s : 

After evidence had been given 
by a sampan woman “and Sergt.

“ & VERY SAD TRAGEDY.” 


Addressing the jury at the end 
of the evidence, the Coroner said 
itwas a very sad tragedy, | The 
enquiry was held not in the hope 
of clearing up anything about foul 
play: it was held entirely for the 
satisfaction of the lady's friends 
, both here and at Home. As far as 
was known, Miss Card was in 
1 perfectly normal health right up to 
| Friday afternoon. She was observe 
ed to have taken the very unusual 
step of leaving the hotel, where 
she was living, at 11.30 that night, 
in typhoon weather, That seemed 
ttohave been done deliberately, 
Her further movements were ne 
known, but it seemed likely. .that 
by the way in which the body was 
found on Monday, mourning, she 
entered the harbour cither by ac- 
cident or deliberately on the night 
when she was last seen.’ If there 
were enough circumstances to find 
that Miss Card was acting deli- 
bogately in walking from the hotel 
to the praya, and took herown life, 
taking advantage of the weather, 
the jury could return’ a verdict of 
suicide. If, on the other hand, the 
circumstances were not sufficiently 
strong to point to that conclusion, 
they could return a verdict that the 
deceased was found drowned. 

The jury returacd the verdict 
mentioned without retiring.

CART BEFORE THE HORSE.

Mr. Dome, compulsory physical 
education came ‘first-inte being; 
then the id@& of municipal play- 
grounds was fostered to such an 
extent that, in the majority of the 
big American Cities’ to-day, there 
is a playground within a quarter of 
mile of practically every child's 
home, It might be advisable to 
reverse the order here, It is of the 
utmost inportance that play should 
be a compulsory part of a school’s 
curriculum” At the present time 
L know of only, two schools in the 
Colony at which itis even partly 
compulgory, Queen's College sends 
us 250 boys out of 500 and Ellis 
Kadoorie: School sends us 250 out 
of 600 for instruction. in physical 
education.
